In­ 
stead of a pure food product m anu­ 
factured under lawful conditions aa 
required by national and state pure 
food laws and also as brought about 
by keen competition, Ohio would ex 
perience, as all prohibition territory 
has experienced, the sale and use of 
unhealthful and adulterated alcoholic 
concoctions and harmmful drugs. 
The Home Rule Amendment would 
preserve the enormous tax revenue 
arising from the legal sale of alco­ 
holic beverages— a tax that is least 
felt and only paid by the producing, 
selling and consuming interests to 
the advantage of the entire state. 
The Prohibition Amendment would 
cause the loss of this tax revenue not 
only to the state, but also to the na­ 
tional government, at this very time 
struggling to meet unusual financial 
conditions caused by European war.
